Way back in 1897 William McKinley was in his first term as President 
and Utah had been admitted as the forty-fifth state.

Now 
that may not appear ttffie nft^fch ph® |^blem for a mechanic or a fisher¬ 
man, but Herbert "Thompson, better known to hisirjend.s as Bert, had 
another avocation that tlventuallyvSAHiid lead tb his full time occupation. 
He was a fly tyer andifffjcle makdr of SbffidTenown not only locally but in 
neighboring states ofjfraconsih and Michigan as well. The sore thumb 
was the result of continuously opening and closing the thumb-nut on the 
jeweler's pin vise whichjhe had mounted on a bench for holding hooks 
while he dressed flies hjibmj^m. 

Deciding that he Cefijtl create what was then unobtainable, he started 
making vises of his ©x'fn?design and. after several attempts the collet type 
vise, somewhat simtla||b tb^riftany vises in poduction today, was in¬ 
vented. 

The fly tying fra|g||3ty in the upper midwest soon heard about the new 
highly efficient vis^pl^ore were produced and sold to other fly tyers, 
although initially Bif^^tetade them and gave them to friends and 
acquaintances. Evffctiiajly, Charles Elliot, an outstanding fly tyer, angler, 
writer and artist wrote jsome articles on fly tying which were published in 
“Recreation Magazine”! The articles were illustrated with cuts showing

The name Thompson soon became synonomous with the ultimate in 
fly tying tools. They were then , and still are today, considered the state 
of the art by leading tyers the world over. Thus, a legend was born — 
and all because of a sore thumb.
